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was takea near Kerrville, Texas, last season. It is rather worn and 
was probably driven by the wind from its natural home in Mexico 
Eudmnus idas Cram* 1 have specimens of this species from Kerr- 
ville, Texas, also from Southern Arizona and New Mexico, so that 
it probably deserves a place on our list. 

Eudamus Skinner. Is not rare in Southern Arizona as well 
as Texas. 

Emlamus coijote A few specimens of this species were 

taken in the neighborhood of Corpus Christi, Texas. 

Euddmns epigona Herr. Schatf. Is not at all rare in the Iluae- 
buea Mountains, Arizona. 

Eudamns cellus Bd. Lee. Is very common in the same region, and 
dorns^ Edw. is also found there, but iiuieli less plentifully. 

Ergeides amgatas f'ab. Is extremely common at Miami, Florida, 
as several hundred specimens received from there this season testify. 
I also tiave the species from Texas and Arizona 
P grrhopgga araxes llew. This si)ecies is very common in the 
Iluachuca Mountains in June and July. 

uEgiale streckeri Not rare around Durango, Colorado. 

Varies greatly in size and markings. 

PEgddeneiunoegenii Fa\\y. This species is not rare in Southern 
Arizona, but seems to be local in its habits and to tly only during a 
short season. A series of lifty or more specimens show little vari- 
ation. 

A DESCRIPTION OF A VARIETY OF ARCYNNIS NITOCRIS 
FROM CHIHUAHUA, MEXICO.

I recently received from O. II. T 3 ler Townsend a collection 
of Lepidoptera made by him in the State of Chihuahua, 
Mexico. The collection was taken at the head of the Kio 
Piedi-as Verdes, in Chihuahua, at an elevation of from 7,100 
to 7,300 feet above sea level in the Sierra IMadre region. The 
collection was cpiite devoid of novelties, consisting almost 
wholly of common species of wide distribution. The only 
exception to this observation is found in a varietal form of 
Arggunis nitocris Edwards, for which I ])roj)ose the varietal 
name of cwrulcscens. 

Argynnis nitocris, var., coerulescens, var. 

c?. The male does not materially dilfer from the types of n/toen's 
contained in the Edwards collection, exce})t that the basal and 
median area are darker on the upper side tlian in the type and the 
spots more confluent. On the under side the deep red of the basal 
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and posterior portiou of the primaries is darker and more intense 
and the black spots broader. 

?. The female ditiers greatly in appearance from the typical 
female of nf^oc/v'.s% because of the fact that the quadrate limbal 
markings on the ])rirnaries and the secondaries are blue, ot the 
same tint as the corresponding spots in Arfjynnis dtana. The basal 
and median portions of the upper side of the wings are deep black, 
shot in certain lights with a violet lustre. On the under side the 
wings correspond to the type of Nitocris in the disposition of all 
the spots and markings, but the red of the priniai-ies is darker. The 
secondaries in some specimens have the wing before the median band 
of silvery spots dark olive green, with the submarginal band of light 
quadrate spots pea green in color. In other specimens the inner 
area of the wing before the median band of silvei-y spots is deep 
maroon In all specimens examijied by me the subinarginal band 
of light spots is more or less tinged with green, never pale honey- 
yellow, as in tlie type. 

There is coiisidenible variation in the expanse of the speci- 
mens, blit in no case do they depart in the matter of size from 
the types of nltocris which are before me. 

This form appears to be not uncommon in tlie month of 
September in the locality from which the specimens came. 

The superficial resemblance of the female of this species to 
the female of dkuuij because of the lilne color of the light spots 
on the upper side of the wings, is at first sight (piite striking 
and the variety is altogether one of the most beautiful in the 
genus.
